trouble with youths,” he told 
the Star. “They have 
vandalised security lights, 
broken windows, broken 
gates at the den and 
intimidated members of our 
team. 

“To try and keep the 
children safe we have had to 
put up a two-metre high 
fence, put anti-climbing 
paint on walls and replace 
security lights at a cost of 
nearly £9,000. 

“Now this has happened it’s 
as if they have got more 
daring. The police have been 
really good but the thought 
has crossed my mind if it is 
safe to carry on at that 
location.” 

Harlow crime reduction 
officer Graham Anthony 
said police had liaised with 
Mr Chappell and patrols at 
the site would be stepped up. 
“It is a disappointment there 
are people out there in the 
community that target 
organised events for young 
people in such a way with 
apparent intent of causing 
damage and harm,” he said. 
Mr Chappell, who has run 
the group for three years, 
will meet Conservative 
Parliamentary candidate 
Robert Halfon on Saturday 
to discuss the problems. 


Walk-in centre to 
merge with A&E?

THE future of Harlow’s walk-in health 
centre is hanging in the balance after 
NHS chiefs backed recommendations to 
merge its services with Princess 
Alexandra Hospital’s A&E department. 

The option - first revealed by the Star back 
in February - has now been formally recom¬ 
mended by experts from the West Essex 
Primary Care Trust. 

Although a public consultation is about to be 
launched, the move indicates the PCT’s aspiration to 
relocate the pioneering centre - launched with a fan¬ 
fare in 2000 as one of the first in the country - as part 
a combined service. 

A report to Thursday’s PCT board meeting stated 
that while the walk-in centre is a “popular and clini¬ 
cally excellent service” it has limitations in meeting 
its increasing workload. 

Harlow MP Bill Rammell this week angrily denied 
any suggestion the move represented a service cut. 

“This is emphatically not a proposal to close the 
walk-in centre,” he insisted. “I would fight tooth and 
nail against any such proposal. What the PCT is put¬ 
ting forward is a way in which the walk-in centre can 
be better integrated with A&E.” 

Liz McGranahan, the PCT’s locality director for 
Harlow, agreed: “This consultation is definitely not 
about closing the walk-in centre. It is about making

More housing 
for Gateway 
development 

COUNCILLORS have 
approved plans to build 
hundreds more homes on a new 
estate on the edge of Harlow 
town centre. 

Opponents had hoped Barratt 
Homes’ application to squeeze 
another 220 homes into its 
Gateway development off Fifth 
Avenue would be refused. 

But a planning committee 
meeting on Tuesday gave 
outline permission, bringing the 
total number of homes up to 
750. Outline permission for the 
development was given in 
2005, when it was said the 
likely number of homes would 
be 530. 

Tony Hall (Conservative) said 
estates with high density had 
social problems and also raised 
concerns about the 
development’s parking. 

Planning chiefs said the density 
of the estate and provisional 
parking allocation was in line 
with the Local Plan. 

% PLANS to build 12 flats in 
Walfords Close, Harlow, were 
also approved at the meeting 
despite claims by local 
residents the block would 
compromise their privacy and 
create parking problems.

sure it is working as effectively as it can be together 
with the A&E department at PAH.” 

However, walk-in centre staff- who do not wish to 
be named for fear of disciplinary action - this week 
told the Star the facility was already being wound 
down with, at times, only one nurse on duty. 

They handed over a copy of an official 
“contingency” procedure for such occa¬ 
sions which states that if too many patients 
are awaiting treatment, the doors are to be 
locked until everyone inside has been seen. 

“The nurses have been told to deal with 
all clinical problems which may present, 
anything from a chest pain or collapse to a 
poorly child,” said one worker. “To leave 
one nurse on a shift to deal with one of the 
country’s busiest walk-in centres in crimi¬ 
nal. 

“This is not a new problem - it’s been 
going on for months. Not only are the staff 
being run into the ground but they are also 
completely demoralised and feel there 
must be some sort of hidden agenda to run 
the walk-in centre down.” 

A West Essex PCT spokeswoman con¬ 
firmed there were staffing problems at the 
weekend but said it was a one-off and the 
centre is now operating as normal.

Man threatened 
youths after five 
years of torment 

A MAN who threatened a gang of youths 
with a pruning saw has been cleared of car¬ 
rying an offensive weapon after a jury heard 
he had been victimised for five years. 

Michael Cheesman (49), of Broadway 
Avenue, Harlow, was acquitted in 30 min¬ 
utes after Chelmsford Crown Court heard 
he suffered abuse, attacks and vandalism. 

He admitted taking the law into his own 
hands when yobs pelted him with stones last 
year. But on Thursday he walked freeafter 
police admitted no action had been taken 
against his assailants - despite Mr 
Cheesman reporting up to 40 criminal inci¬ 
dents. 

He said he had been targeted after a lie 
was spread that he was a paedophile. 
‘Pervert’ had been written on his door and 
items including a bike thrown at him. 

“I must have reported incidents 30 or 40 
times over the last five years but they don’t 
seem to do anything at all,” he told the 
court. 

On August 20 last year about 10 youths - 
one armed with a hammer - threw stones at 
him. He ran inside, called police and went 
back outside with the saw. 

“I didn’t wish to injure them, merely 
frighten them away,” he said.

Sunvic memories still shining 


E LECTRICAL firm Sunvic Controls 

featured in Nostalgia a fortnight ago when 
we told the story of Cyril Taylor, who worked 
as the boss’s chauffer. 

Correspondence now arrives from Perth, in 
Western Australia, where Cyril’s nephew Bob 
Munro now lives. He too worked for Sunvic 
(which later became part of Associated 
Electrical Industries), starting out as an 
apprentice electrician. 

His letter gives us the opportunity to use this 
picture of employees at work in the factory in 
1952. 

“My mother and father, Gladys and Charles 
Munro, both worked there as well,” recalled 


Mr Munro. “Not only did my father play 
football and cricket for AEI, he also played for 
Harlow in the 1950s and ’60s. My father and I 
also played darts for the firm.” 

Mr Munro, whose father died nine years ago, 
met his future wife Brenda Sams at 
Sunvic/AEI. The pair, who emigrated after 
marrying in 1967, celebrate their 40th 
anniversary this week. 

“While I was in Harlow I also sang in a 
popular rock ’n’ roll band called The Devlins,” 
added Mr Munro. “We have really good 
memories of those days and whenever we 
holiday in England we always catch up with as 
many ex-workmates and friends as possible.” 



G REETINGS pop pickers! This week 
marks the 40th anniversary of Radio 
1, so what better excuse for Nostalgia 
to look at back at Harlow’s early record 
shops? 

If you recall last week’s picture of West Walk in 
1979, you may have spotted Startime Records and 
Tapes, the top music dealer in the days before 
Virgin and HMV 

The Museum of Harlow local history officer David 
Devine remembers it well. “It was a really good, old- 
fashioned record shop where they knew their customers 
and where you knew you could get what you wanted,” he 
said. “It was a very different sort of place to the chain 
record shops we have these days. 

“I remember buying my first 12-inch single in there in 
1979 - it was Sunday Girl by Blondie.” 

Others recall even earlier vinyl-buying escapades. In the 
1950s, Ashworth Place resident Brenda Thompson (64) 
was a hairdresser’s Saturday girl in The Stow and 
remembers spending her 7s 6d wages on the latest 45s. 
“Each week when I was paid I would go across to The 
Stow to the Tartan Bag Shop to buy a record,” she said. “I 
think this was the first record shop in the new town.” 
Avron Cooper-Gray (64), of Northbrooks, also remembers 
buying her first record with the wages from her part-time 
job - but in her case it was a crackly old 78! 

“When I was 14,1 had a Saturday job in Coleman’s 
hardware shop, in Market Street, Old Harlow, and my 
wages for the day were £1,” she said. “With my very first 
wages, I went down to the High Street in Old Harlow to 
Kenville Jackson’s and bought my first ever 78rpm record 
on the HMV Label. It was Heartbreak Hotel by Elvis 
Presley and it cost me half a crown.” 

She recalled: “In those days there was a little kiosk or 
booth that you went into so you could listen to the record 
before you bought it. 

“I bought many 78s in Kenville Jackson’s every Saturday 
- and most of them were Elvis. I still have the collection 
to this day.” 

Mrs Cooper-Gray also recalled some of The High’s earlier 
record dealers, including Finlays, on the corner of Broad 
Walk and Little Walk, and Leytonias, a large store 
opposite the Post Office. 

“Nearby was a menswear shop called Peter Goodfellows,” 
she said. “My boyfriend Alan - now my husband - would 
buy the latest fashions there and then go into Leytonias to 
get his music.”

The driving force behind coaches 


T HE funeral took place last 

month of Bill ‘Ginger’Varney, a 
character many older residents of 
Harlow may well recall. 

Bill was the face of Biss Bros 
Coaches, the new town’s first travel 
agent. His firm began operating 
from a wooden kiosk in The Stow 
before migrating to The High when 
it was built. 

His firm still exists in the form of 
World Travel and if you look closely 
at its Terminus Street shop, you’ll 
notice the old ‘BB’ logo is still 
there. 

Company spokesman Ken Howlett 
told Nostalgia: “In those heady 
coaching days of the ’50s, Bill was 
responsible for transporting 
thousands of Harlow people on 
family seaside days out - Clacton, 
Walton, Southend, Margate and a 
whole range of scenic tours. 

“There were annual holidays too 


and, on each Saturday during the 
school holidays, it was not unusual 
for 150-200 people to be taken to 
the various holiday camps and 
caravan parks on the Essex coast, 
with many more venturing further 
afield to Norfolk, Kent and the 
south coast.” 

Mr Howlett explained how Mr 
Varney got into the trade. “Bill 
started with Biss Group after 
National Service in the late ’40s 
when he was involved with 
Tottenham Pudding, the post-war 
manufacturer of pig food from the 
waste of the London markets and 
school and factory canteens. 

“Soon to become general manager, 
he was the driving force when Biss 
Group took over Monks Coaches of 
Bishop’s Stortford and expanded 
into Harlow. Whilst his activities 
and responsibilities extended at 
various times into car hire, garages, 
road haulage and fuel oil 


distribution, coaching was his 
enduring love.” 

Over the years Bill gained a 
reputation as a coach industry 
innovator. Mr Howlett said: “He was 
one of the pioneers of introducing 
executive coaches with onboard 
toilets and reclining seats and his 
fleet also operated a regular coach 
service between London and Athens 
- a testing journey through 
Yugoslavia and Greece in pre¬ 
motorway days!” 

Mr Varney’s achievements were 
recognised when he was made 
chairman of the London Bus and 
Coach Council, but he never lost his 
interest in day-to-day operations. 
“Service was his byword and he 
never let a coach go out if it hadn’t 
been cleaned and serviced - the 
same applied whether it was a 
school contract or the journey to 
Athens,” added Mr Howlett.

Tories set to 
call halt to 
new runway 


A NEW charity fighting the 
corner of Harlow’s homeless 
people has been visited by Bill 
Rammell. 

The Harlow MP, who helped 
secure a £10,000 council grant for 
the organisation Streets2Homes - 
created by the merger of Harlow 
Homeless Centre and Harlow 
Accommodation Project - made 
his whistle-stop visit on Friday. 
While there, he discussed the 
progress of the merger with 
former Homeless Centre 
manager-turned- Streets2Homes 
boss Patsy Dye, as well as 
chatting with other staff and 
homeless people. 

“The Harlow Accommodation 
Project always did great work in 
the town and I was very 
concerned earlier this year at the 
prospect of it closing,” said Mr 
Rammell. “That’s why I 
intervened with the council to 
push for some more funding. 
“That deal is near completion and 
I hope that the newly merged 
charity will be on a much firmer 
footing for the future.” 

Mrs Dye added: “We are pleased 
Mr Rammell was able to secure 
the £10,000, which is a 
percentage of the funding needed. 
We have been successful in other 
funding bids too, and to those 
funders we also say thank-you. 
“We are extremely lucky to be 
part of a community that cares, 
which means that our doors will 
remain open for the most 
vulnerable in our community 
throughout the winter months. 

“I am pleased Mr Rammell is 
campaigning for new homes for 
local families; however, all the 
homeless people he met were 
single - I hope he will be 
campaigning for them also.” 


PLANS to build a second 
runway at Stansted Air¬ 
port will be shelved by a 
future Conservative gov¬ 
ernment, a leading politi¬ 
cian is due to confirm dur¬ 
ing a visit to Harlow today 
(Thursday).

The Star understands 
shadow transport minister 
Stephen Hammond will cat¬ 
egorically rule out the con¬ 
struction of another runway 
at the airport if the Tories 
gain power at the next 
General Election. 

Mr Hammond is visiting 
Harlow to meet with local 
Parliamentary candidate Robert 
Halfon and discuss a campaign 
for a new northern relief road 
for the town. 

But the frontbencher is also 
due to hold a press conference 
in Roydon, where he is expected 
to firm up the party’s stance on 
Stansted by guaranteeing it 
would not sanction a new run¬ 
way. 

Officially, a “major” policy 
announcement on the future of 
the airport is promised at the 
press conference, which coin¬ 
cides with the final day of the 
Conservative party conference 
in Blackpool. 

The move will delight cam¬ 
paigners concerned about the 
airport’s impact on the environ¬ 


ment and fearing it will swallow 
up acres of countryside and 
even entire villages under 
BAA’s expansion proposals. 

It will also bring official 
party policy into line with the 
view of local Tory MPs and 
activists including Mr Halfon, 
Hertford and Stortford MP 
Mark Prisk and Saffron Walden 
MP Sir Alan Haslehurst. 

However, it remains unclear 
what position Mr Hammond 
will take on controversial 
expansion proposals to increase 
the number of flights using 
Stansted’s existing runway, a 
matter currently being consid¬ 
ered by a public inquiry expect¬ 
ed to end later this month. 

Harlow Labour MP Bill 
Rammell has previously 
expressed his opposition to a 
second runway at Stansted but 
has keenly supported expansion 
on the existing site, which he 
believes has benefited Harlow’s 
economy. 

The Government, however, 
has failed to rule out a new run¬ 
way and if BAA submits its 
planning application before the 
end of the year, as expected, the 
matter will be decided by anoth¬ 
er public inquiry starting some¬ 
time in 2008.

DWINDLING stocks in 
the blood bank have 
sparked an appeal for 
donors in the Harlow 


and Epping area. 

Despite a number of 
recruitment drives at both 
national and local level 
throughout the summer, 
current stocks stand at just 
six days’ supply in the area 
- a level which is causing 
concern at the National 
Blood Service. 

To make matters worse, 
donations tend to drop off with 
the onset of winter. 

There is a fear that if more 
people do not make the effort 
to attend a blood donor session 
then crucial supplies of red 
cells, platelets and plasma - the 
component parts into which 
donated blood is separated - 
could fall below those required 
by hospitals. 

To ensure every patient who 
needs a blood transfusion 
during the month of October 
gets one, the NBS needs to 
attract a massive 8,000 people 
to donate a pint each day. 

NBS Essex spokesman Gareth 
Bell said: “This figure of 8,000 
may sound a lot but in fact it’s 
only five per cent of people 


who could give blood actually 
doing so up to three times a 
year.” 

He added: “As autumn gets in 
full flow and the weather begins 
to turn, we find more and more 
of our regular donors are unable 
to donate due to common colds 
or, in some cases, flu. 

“With only a relatively small 
proportion of people giving, 
blood stocks can fall which is 
why we are constantly looking 
for new donors. 

“Current blood stocks of around 
six days supply are adequate to 
ensure hospitals get all the 
blood they need but as winter 
approaches collections and 
stocks will fall without renewed 
support.” 

Blood donor sessions will take 
place at the Latton Bush Centre, 
in Southern Way, Harlow, next 
Friday from 2-4pm and 5- 
7.45pm. 

Anyone aged 17-59 and 
weighing above 7st 121bs can 
become a new donor. For more

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'Boycott 2008 
Olympics' plea

A COUNTY councillor from 
Harlow has called for Britain and 
other countries to snub the 2008 
Beijing Olympics unless China 
steps in to ease unrest in Burma. 

Paul Sztumpf, whose Burmese grand¬ 
father Saw Ba U Gyi was killed fighting 
in the country’s 1950s civil war, also 
wants drivers to boycott a major filling 
station chain in protest at Burma’s 
repressive military junta. 

Burma - officially named Myanmar by the 
regime - was in the 
world spotlight last 
week when pro¬ 
democracy protests 
led by Buddhist 
monks met with a 
violent response from 
the army and police 
after a hike in fuel 
costs caused unrest. 

Labour councillor 
Mr Sztumpf said 
China was the key to 
solving the country’s 
problems and 

believes nations 
should boycott the 
games unless China 
backs efforts to bring 
about democracy in 
Burma. 

Mr Sztumpf, of 
Wetherly Close, said: 

“The Olympics are 
about world harmony 
and peace and we 
should be celebrating 
that, but you can’t 
celebrate those things 
with a country that 
doesn’t face up to its 
international respon¬ 
sibilities. Unless 
China changes its 
attitude, I don’t think 
we should be indu¬ 
lging in these Beijing 
Olympics.” 

Mr Sztumpf, who

is descended from 
the minority Karen 
tribes of Burma, 
added: “In terms of 
business, the oil 
company Total which 
runs garages in 
Harlow is one of the 
biggest oil firms 
working in Burma, 
so there’s an easy 
way Britain’s motor¬ 
ists could make a 
statement.” 

He regularly visits 
the Thai/Burma bor¬ 
der, where members 
of his family live in 
exile. He also 
revealed how Harlow 
became home to a 
sizeable Burmese 
community when the 
regime took control 
in the 1960s.

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Knife death trial 
ends in minutes 



A MURDER charge against a man 
accused of stabbing a Harlow trav¬ 
eller to death was dramatically 
dropped when the Crown Pros¬ 
ecution Service offered no evidence 
against him. 

David McKnight (34) pleaded not 
guilty at Cambridge Crown Court on 
Friday to murdering father-of-seven Joe 
Mitchell in the early hours of June 5. 

But the trial came to a sudden end when pros¬ 
ecutor Sally Hickling said the CPS would not be 
proceeding with the case. 

In a statement the CPS said: “Mr McKnight 
claimed he acted in self-defence. Once self- 
defence is raised, it is for the prosecution to dis¬ 
prove it beyond reasonable doubt. Independent 
evidence tended to support his assertion he was 
attacked at the scene.” 

The CPS reviewed medical and forensic evi-

dence to see if the five stab wounds suffered by 
Mr Mitchell, and the force needed to inflict 
them, supported Mr McKnight’s claim. It then 
took the decision to offer no evidence. 

The court heard Mr McKnight, of Ditton 
Fields, Cambridge, had arranged to meet a 
woman at a house in the village of Histon, near 
Cambridge, on the evening of June 4. He parked 
his car at 11.45pm and rang to say he was out¬ 
side, but instead of the woman he found three 
men inside then property, including Mr 
Mitchell. 

Mr McKnight left the house followed by Mr 
Mitchell who drove his car at Mr McKnighfs 
vehicle, forcing it through a fence. Mr 
McKnight tried to run away but was pursued by 
Mr Mitchell wielding a knife and another man. 

Miss Hickling said independent witnesses 


heard cries of “stick him, stick him” and “I’m 
going to kill him”. 

She said Mr McKnight suffered serious 
injuries. Mr Mitchell grabbed Mr McKnight by 
the throat but dropped the knife after Mr 
McKnight twisted out of his grasp. 

Miss Hickling said Mr McKnight picked up 
the knife and Mr Mitchell was stabbed five 
times - once in the heart, three times in the 
chest and once in the back. 

Miss Hickling said there was insufficient evi¬ 
dence to press charges against others involved. 

A post mortem examination on Mr Mitchell 
found moderate force would have been suffi¬ 
cient to deliver the fatal wound, but it was not 
possible to determine the position of Mr 
McKnight when the blow was delivered 
because of the “dynamic struggle” between the 
two men. 

A toxicology report showed Mr Mitchell had 
taken alcohol, cannabis, cocaine and prescrip¬ 
tion medicines.

New voters facing 
council ballot ban 


VOTERS preparing for two 
council by-elections in Harlow 
later this month could find they 
are not eligible to vote. 

The recent deaths of veteran 
councillors Roy Collyer and Jack 
Jesse means that people living in 
the Toddbrook and Little Parn- 
don/Hare Street wards will get 
the chance to choose two new 
representatives in the council 
chamber. 

But anyone who is not on the 
existing electoral roll cannot take 
part in the October 25 ballot - 
even if they have notified the 
council they recently moved in to 
either of the wards. 

And if Prime Minister Gordon 
Brown decides to call a snap 
general election - as many com¬ 
mentators have predicted - new 
residents would be barred from 
having their say over who should 
be Harlow’s MP. 

The new electoral role will not 
come into force until December 
1 . 

“This means that even if elec¬ 
tors have completed and returned 
their new electoral registration 
forms indicating changes that 
need to be made, the council is 
unable to use that information 
for these by-elections,” said a 
council spokesman. 

“The difficulties would be the 
same if a general election was 
called before December. The

Polling stations for the by- 
elections will be open between 
7am-10pm and the count will 
take place that evening at the 
Latton Bush Centre, Southern 
Way. 


Swimmers left high and 
dry by closure of pool 


NEWS that Harlow Pool will 
remain closed for several more 
weeks while inspections are car¬ 
ried out have raised doubts as to 
whether it will ever re-open. 

Engineers have been called in to 
analyse faults at the First Avenue 
swimming pool which is due for 
demolition next year. 

The problems relate to the build¬ 
ing’s electrics, hot water system, 
weak ceiling struts and problemat¬ 
ic windows. 

Harlow Council now says the 
disabled accessibility of the build¬ 
ing will also be reviewed as part of 
the four-six week inspection and 
only then will any repairs be car¬ 
ried out. 

The lengthy process comes a 
few months before the site is due to 
be flattened to make way for hous¬ 


ing as part of the Harlow Gateway 
Project. A new sports centre 
including swimming pool is being 
built next to Harlow College as a 
replacement. 

The closure of the pool is prov¬ 
ing a problem for swimmers who 
have been left with nowhere to 
train while alternative Stewards 
School pool is closed for refurbish¬ 
ment. 

Refunds on pre-paid lessons and 
activities at the pool are now being 
paid by the council. 

A spokesperson apologised for 
the closure, adding: “Our priority 
is to make sure the facilities are 
usable for the public and it can be 
difficult to carry out investigations 
and work without closures due to 
the long opening hours of the 
pool.”

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Street attack 
pair spared a 

jail sentence 


TWO men involved in a vio¬ 
lent assault outside a Harlow 
nightclub have been told 
they are lucky not to go to 
prison. 

Karl Doyle (24), of Felmong- 
ers, Harlow, and Daniel Wharton 
(24), of Canons Brook, Harlow, 
were instead given suspended 
sentences. 

Recorder Simon Spence told them: 
“You can consider yourselves lucky 
to be going back to your own beds 
tonight and not to Chelmsford 


Prison. This was disgraceful and I 
hope you feel ashamed.” 

Chelmsford Crown Court was told 
one of the victims of the alcohol- 
fuelled attack outside Fat Sam’s, in 
Terminus Street, was knocked uncon¬ 
scious. 

Hugh O’Donaghue, in mitigation 
for Doyle, said his client was “huge¬ 
ly remorseful” for his part in the 
attack last September. 

Michael Stradling, in mitigation 
for Wharton, said his client hit out in 
panic because he thought he might be 
under attack. He described the alter¬ 
cation as a stupid mistake. 


Doyle was given a 12-month sus¬ 
pended sentence and ordered to com¬ 
plete 300 hours of unpaid communi¬ 
ty work after admitting one count of 
actual bodily harm and common 
assault. He was also ordered to pay 
compensation to one of his victims 
and placed under a six-month curfew 
order. 

Wharton, who admitted common 
assault, was handed a four-month 
suspended sentence and ordered to 
complete 150 hours of unpaid com¬ 
munity work. 

He was also made the subject of a 
four-month curfew order.

In America the day has 
moved from its religious 
origins to become a 
national holiday known 
as Thanksgiving.

I T’S 8.40am and I start my 
car journey from Harlow’s 
Hastingwood roundabout 
with one mission on my mind; 
making it to the other side of 
town before bike-riding reporter 
Jim Tanfield. 

Images of him puffing and 
panting his sturdy frame around 
the town’s cycle network filled 
me with a quiet confidence as I 
set off on the dual carriageway 
towards the Shell garage. 

But the smirk was wiped from 
my face almost instantly as I 
lurched into the first traffic jam. 
After being choked by the fumes 
of a lorry for almost 10 minutes, 
I crept towards the roundabout at

the bottom of the road and then 
straight towards Second Avenue. 
The coast was clear until about 
halfway along the road when I 
was met with a long line of cars 
which were stopping and starting 
all the way up to the roundabout. 
The trip didn’t get much 
smoother when I eventually 
managed to cross it - seeing 
brisk pedestrians pass me with 
ease as I headed towards town 
was frustrating. 

I was further exasperated when I 


came so close to making it onto 
another roundabout to get into 
Velizy Avenue, only to be 
stopped at the last second by a 
red traffic light activated by the 
number 10 bus as it thundered 
past in the bus lane.

PAH chiefs 
act on care 
for elderly

HEALTH bosses have 
responded after Harlow’s 
hospital was criticised for its 
care of elderly patients. 

The Princess Alexandra 
Hospital NHS Trust was one of 23 
to be visited by Government 
watchdogs in the spring to assess 
the quality of care given to the eld¬ 
erly. 

During the visit, inspectors found 
the hospital, which had a multi-million 
pound makeover a few years ago, was 
excelling in some areas. 

But they said it was unacceptable in 
other respects, highlighting staff using 
the Stroke Unit as a shortcut to other 
wards as well as a lack of single sex 
wards as particular problems. 

After the findings were released last 
week, PAH said it is working to recti¬ 
fy the problems. 

A spokesman said the Stroke Unit is 
no longer used as a walkthrough and it 
is trying to solve the issue of single 
sex wards. 

“We regret that it is not always pos¬ 
sible for patients to be given single sex 
accommodation in emergency situa¬ 
tions,” he added. “But all wards have 
single sex toilet and washing facilities. 

Patients are moved as soon as possible 
on to wards separated into single sex 
bays with their own washing facilities, 
with the exception of specialist units.” 

Of the 23 trusts visited, only five 
complied with Government dignity 
and care standards. 

Following the report, the Healthcare 
Commission called on all NHS trusts 
to improve their care of the elderly. 

Healthcare Commission Chief 
Executive Anna Walker said: “Trusts 
must step up efforts to achieve this.” 


Trust blamed for 
screening errors 


A CONSULTANT 
radiologist at the 
centre of a cancer test 
blunder narrowly 
escaped being struck 
off after a panel of 
experts laid most of 
the blame on the 
Harlow NHS Trust 
which employed him. 
A General Medical 
Council hearing 
heard Dr Lan Keng 
Lun failed to 
diagnose a potentially 
cancerous lump in a 
patient’s breast that 
later developed into a 
malignant tumour. 

Dr Lun - who ran the 
breast screening unit 
at St Margaret’s 
Hospital, in Epping, 
from March 2003 to 
November 2004 - was 
placed under a two- 
year supervision 
order by the GMC 
Fitness To Practice 
panel and can no 
longer work in a 
management capacity. 
But experts called to 
last week’s meeting 
said much of the 
responsibility for his 
failings lay with his 
employer, Princess 
Alexandra Hospital 


NHS Trust. 

In a damning 
statement, the GMC 
branded the unit as 
being “unsupported, 
understaffed and 
under-resourced”. 

The panel heard that 
a total of 5,765 cases 
dealt with by the unit 
during the period of 
Mr Lun’s 

management had to 
be reviewed and 18 
women who had been 
given the all-clear 
were later found to 
have cancer. 

Trust chiefs say the 
unit has “moved on” 
since the blunders. 

A spokesman added: 
“We have appointed 
two new consultants 
who work together at 
all times and changes 
have been made to 
the management team 
responsible for the 
unit. 

“We have undertaken 
a full review of our 
policies and 
procedures to ensure 
that we provide the 
best possible quality 
of care to our 
patients.”

Angle tenants

A LOOMING homelessness 
crisis may have been averted 
after the lease owner of The 
Angle pledged to help a 
Harlow charity re-house cur¬ 
rent tenants. 

The Star revealed two weeks 
ago that The Angle tower block, in 
Fourth Avenue, will be demol¬ 
ished along with The Square to 
make way for affordable residen¬ 
tial accommodation. 

But on Friday, Chris Ellison, the 
managing director of lease owner 
Blackwater/South Anglia, met 
Conservative prospective Parliament¬ 
ary candidate Robert Halfon and 
shadow cabinet minister Dominic 
Grieve and promised to provide local 
charity Streets2Homes with a “sub¬ 
stantial financial package” to help the 
displaced tenants. 

Mr Halfon has launched a cam¬ 
paign to save the independent accom¬ 
modation centre and although Mr 
Ellison told him no detailed sum had 
yet been decided, he gave an assur-

ance the housing association would 
help out “in any way it could.” 

Also at the meeting was Helen 
Frost, assistant director of develop¬ 
ment at Circle Anglia, who said the 
aim was to move all tenants out by 
December 2008 with the view to com¬ 
mencing redevelopment in spring 
2009. 

Afterwards, Mr Halfon said he was 
very pleased with the response: 
“Although nothing concrete has been 
decided on yet, the impression I got 
from the meeting was that 
Blackwater/South Anglia will provide 
a substantial sum of money to 
Streets2Homes to help with their vital 
work for the homeless and vulnerably 
housed in Harlow.” 

Mr Grieve added: “There is no 
doubt The Angle provides an 
absolutely vital service to the home¬ 
less and vulnerable in Harlow, so it is 
tremendous to hear that the lease 
owners are taking real notice of 
Robert’s campaign to safeguard some 
of the services it offers.” 


Tory visitor's 
arson dismay 

A HIGH profile Conservative 
has castigated sick arsonists 
who torched a shed of live 
chickens. 

Tory shadow attorney general 
Dominic Grieve fitted in a trip 
to Harlow’s Water Lane 
allotments when he visited the 
town to discuss the future of 
The Angle hostel on Friday. 

The MP spoke to allotment 
warden David Carter and 
allotment-holders about the 
spate of vandal attacks leading 
up to the latest incident when 
cruel firebugs burned six hens 
alive and left others singed. He 
also met Charlie Clarizo (64), 
the owner of the chickens. 

Mr Grieve told the Star: “I’m 
absolutely shocked by what I 
have seen and heard here. The 
spate of vandalism is 
completely unacceptable in 
itself, but what has been done 
to this particular man and his 
poultry is beyond belief. He 
has clearly been left very 
upset. 

“I hope the police are taking 
this seriously because if the 
people who did this are not 
caught, who knows what they 
could be setting fire to next 
time?”

Missa Brevis is a warm and rich piece 
written in a folk tradition but with imposing 
organ sections cascading into a triumphant 
conclusion. Remarkably, Kodaly combined 
his time writing the piece with helping 
other Hungarians escape persecution 
during World War II. 

Otcenas is an inventive extension of The 
Lord’s Prayer in five short sections, which 
is scored for accompaniment with both the 
organ and the harp. 

Performers in the concert will include 
soprano soloist Ruth Jenkins, harpist Tanya 
Houghton, organist James Sherlock and 
percussionist Belinda Sherlock - all 
currently music students at Cambridge 
University. 

Boy soloist Niall Jackson is the head 
chorister of Jesus College Choir, where he 
is trained by Daniel Hyde.

FILTERING the rumbling psychedelia of Northern Soul-era

After a number of years playing in local bands Aqualung and 
Bluebaker, Clarke has reinvented himself as a solo artist 
armed only with a guitar, a battered drum-machine and an 
ear for melody.

THE PIPER AT THE GATES OF DAWN (40th 
ANNIVERSARY EDITION) 

Pink Floyd (album, EMI) 

A work of unparalleled psychedelic genius, Pink Floyd’s epochal 
masterpiece marked Syd Barrett’s finest hour before he became 
the poster boy for ’60s excess. Marrying the unlikely bedfellows 
of distinctly British whimsy and acid-tinged space-rock, the 
rapture of drug-induced escapism ( Flaming, Chapter 24) is 
underpinned by the threat of a latent lunacy lingering in Barrett’s 
fervent lyrical imagery (Bike). This thrilling dichotomy makes for 
a mind-bending listen from the off, with the peerless mono 
version on this three-disc reissue perhaps representing the 
closest approximation of the sound in Barrett’s head. 


LIGHT YOUR LIGHT 

Toots and the Maytals (album, Concord)

HOLLYWOOD takes a few more tentative steps 
into the unknown with this unflinching and 
provocative look at the realities of the perpetual 
conflict in the Middle East. 

Avoiding the macho posturing and lighters-aloft 
sentimentality which afflicts so many of its recent 
counterparts, the traditional all-American bravura is 
dropped in favour of something a little more 
palatable. 

Like 2005’s breathtaking Syriana , gung-ho action is 
skilfully juxtaposed with the more cerebral complexities 
of conflict and, as a challenging study of culture clash, 
The Kingdom compares favourably. 

The film follows the exploits of a crack FBI squad led by 
special agent Ronald Fleury (Jamie Foxx, pictured right) 
as it embarks on a secret five-day mission to investigate a 
terrorist bombing at a US housing compound in Riyadh, 
Saudi Arabia. 

Facing resistance from his own government as well as 
from the Saudis, Fleury strikes up an uneasy 
comradeship with his local counterpart Colonel Al-Ghazi 
(Ashraf Barhom) as the pair are forced to overcome their 
cultural differences to track down the terrorist cell. 
Inevitably, the presence of an elite FBI squad in an alien 
desert wilderness is too tempting a prospect for said 
terrorists to ignore and the operatives are soon fighting 
for their lives as well as seeking retribution for the 
bombings. 

Succeeding as both a thrilling popcorn action flick and a 
multi-dimensional study of misinformed prejudice, 
director Michael Berg uses the expertly drawn 
relationship between Fleury and Al-Ghazi to illustrate the 
latent potential for unity between two superficially 
polarised cultures.

Robert Rodriguez did such a great job of translating 
Frank Miller’s Sin City from comic to cinema that it 
seemed an almost impossible act to follow. 

But Zack Snyder, who helmed the unexpectedly 
enjoyable remake of George Romero’s Dawn Of 
The Dead , matches it in both fidelity and sheer 
cinematic virtuosity with this adaption of the 
writer/illustrator’s revered 300. 

The single most magnificent suicide mission in 
history saw a force of just 300 Spartan 
warriors under King Leonidas hold off the 
millions-strong army of Persian tyrant Xerxes at 
Thermopylae, thus giving the city states of 
ancient Greece a chance to rally and ensure 
their cultural legacy would survive to so 
extensively shape our present day world. 

Miller’s retelling of the battle was a bloodbath of 
machismo and selfless sacrifice, which Snyder wisely 
followed panel for lustrous panel to weave an almost 
dreamlike epic of heroism more like a campfire tale 
of glorious deeds than an historically accurate 
account. 

Gerard Butler is all gruff, restrained violence as 
Leonidas but 300 is more about epic spectacle than 
acting chops and on that front it delivers enough to 
inspire the meekest viewer to want to grab a spear 
and head off to die on red-stained sands.

Fight Club director David Fincher hasn’t made a film 
since 2002’s Panic Room but this dark, compelling 
tale of destructive obsessions was well worth the wait. 
In the late 1960s and 70s, the Zodiac killer held San 
Francisco in a grip of terror with random acts of 
murder followed by taunting phone calls, letters and 
coded messages to the police and press. He was 
never caught. But although several attacks are 
featured and the film ultimately alludes to his likely 
identity, he’s certainly not the focus. 

The Zodiac became an obsession for three men in 
particular - cop Dave Toschi (Mark Ruffalo), 
flamboyant crime reporter Paul Avery (Robert 
Downey Jr), who got a death threat from the Zodiac, 
and introvert newspaper cartoonist Robert Graysmith 
(Jake Gyllenhaal), on whose book this is based. 

Over long years spent decoding ciphers, following 
hundreds of dead leads and attempting to isolate 
viable suspects, the three find the manhunt becomes 
the defining fixation of their lives, taking a toll on their 
health, relationships and sanity. 

Ruffalo, Downey Jr and Gyllenhaal all deserve Oscar 
nods for their fine work here, each delivering intense, 
understated performances as perfectly suited to the 
sombre, tense ambience of the film as its moody 
cinematography and perfectly chosen music. 

The disc also features This Is Zodiac , a brief 
documentary looking at both the case and the movie.

NEW YORK RIPPER 

(Shameless Screen Entertainment, 18, retail) 

Refused a UK cinema certificate in 1984 and the 
subject of an order by then-BBFC head James Ferman 


that all its prints should be escorted from the country, 
Italian gore maestro Lucio Fulci’s notorious New York 
Ripper is the pretty much the perfect launch title for 
the new Shameless label’s mission to serve up the 
best of the banned. 

Even though so many years have passed, the 1982 
film’s DVD debut still requires 34 seconds of 
sexualised violence to be snipped (if you’ve ever 
caught a ropy pirate VHS copy, you’ll know what they 
are) and its tone of sleazy, overt misogyny remains as 
indefensible as ever. 

At heart, it’s an Italian giallo thriller with the budget to 
relocate to New York where a psychopath who talks 
in a comedy duck voice is sadistically carving up 
female victims when he’s not quacking at detectives. 
No, really. 

There’s not a likeable character in sight, the acting is 
patchy and the dubbing indifferent; that said, the jazzy 
Lalo Schifrin-style score works well and, love it or 
(most probably) loathe it, New York Ripper certainly 
packs a squalid punch to fully deserve its cult status 
as a genuine nasty popular with aficionados of trash. 
The packaging is worth a mention, with Shameless 
tricking each disc out with a lurid yellow and red 
theme (the genre term ‘giallo’ - Italian for ‘yellow’ - 
came from Italian pulp fiction books produced in 
uniform yellow covers) and opening via a grainy 
copyright warning looking very much like a fifth- 
generation pirate tape. Nice one!

PHANTOM OF DEATH 

(Shameless Screen Entertainment, 18, retail) 

Shameless’ second inaugural release is a far classier 
Italian murder mystery from 1988, surprisingly 
restrained given that director Ruggero Deodato made 
the infamous Cannibal Holocaust. 

Michael York plays a famed concert pianist who 
learns he’s suffering from a very rare and incurable 


form of accelerated decrepitude which causes his 
body and mind to age at an astonishing rate and 
which, unsurprisingly in this kind of film, compels 
him to slaughter anybody discovering his condition. 
On his trail is Donald Pleasance’s baffled, sanguine 
cop who can’t figure out why descriptions of the killer 
and the forensic evidence he leaves change from one 
murder to the next. 

Deodato orchestrates his first set-piece murders with 
operatic relish but loses interest in them as the film 
focuses on its increasingly frail protagonist’s pathetic 
plight. A far more enjoyable movie than its indifferent 
reputation indicates.

THE DUEL PROJECT: ARAGAMI & 2LDK 

(Tartan Asia Extreme, 18, retail) 

Ringu producer Shinya Kawai commissioned two 
films from directors with the stipulation that they 
must be shot in eight days or less, set in one location 
with three characters and revolve around a fight to the 
death. 

Versus director Ryuhei Kitamura’s Arigami is a hoot 
and anybody who’s seen his earlier hyperactive 
yakuza zombie opus will twig pretty quickly what’s 
going on here as a wounded samurai arrives at a 
remote temple to find himself challenged to mortal 
combat by its occupant, a charismatic warrior poet 
type who claims to be a violent god of war. 

Very stylised and with fantastic swordplay, it delivers 
solid excitement right to the comic book kiss-off. 
Yukihiko Tsutsumi’s blackly comic 2LDK couldn’t be 
more different, although it too is ultimately an hour of 
inventive mayhem as two wannabe actresses up for 
the same role find their subconscious hostility spilling 
over into sharp words before turning into slaps, 
punches, hurled ornaments and, ultimately, chainsaw 
attacks.

Backed by a moderately entertaining band 
who occasionally tease the listener with a promising musical 
flourish, the main problem here is English himself - or, more 
specifically, his infuriating lyrical cliches.

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A ddressing the problem of 

childhood obesity and encouraging 
the use of male role models for 
children from single parent families are 
two of the most important benefits of The 
FA Tesco Skills Programme, which was 
launched by football legend Sir Trevor 
Brooking at a school in Harlow. 

Hare Street Primary School was chosen from schools 
right across the country to launch the blueprint for 
football in England last Thursday. 

Sir Trevor, the FA Director of Football Development, 
said one important aspect of the scheme — which 
offers free qualified soccer skills coaching to 5- to 11- 
year-olds — was enabling male football coaches to 
have an input into the lives of youngsters from one- 
parent families. 

“The big issue is with single parent families who don’t 
see a male in their life until a secondary school 
teacher,” Sir Trevor explained. “Ninety-eight per cent 
of teachers in primary schools are ladies. 

“There is a lot of raw talent out there, but if a child is 
in a single parent family the mother might not be able 
to afford coaching and they [the child] might not come 
through at all,” he said. 

The FA and UEFA are united in their view on this and 
both governing bodies want to target deprived 
youngsters who have no access financially to top- 
quality football coaching. 

Of course the other important theme of the initiative is 
addressing the childhood obesity problem, which has 
escalated in recent years as more and more youngsters 
prefer to stay at home playing on their computers 
rather than participating in sport. 

“Unless we get youngsters more active it will really be 
a massive problem in 10 or 15 years’ time,” Sir Trevor 
said. 

The former West Ham United and England legend

believes English children lack the hunger that Brazilian 
children have. 

It’s a diet of football, football, football for our Latin 
American cousins, while in England it’s another three 
‘Fs’ — fish and chips, fizzy drinks and Fifa Football. 
“Brazilian youngsters are what I would call hungry. 
They are willing to give up on their favourite soap 
opera or computer game,” he said. 

“In Brazil they have got beach football and are playing 
in the streets. We have created a young generation that 
plays a match and puts their boots away. They are not 
playing football every day.” 

The FA Tesco Skills Programme has employed 66 full¬ 
time specialist football skills coaches working in 
primary schools up and down the country to raise the 
technical standard of football-playing children as part 
of a three-year initiative. 

Essex is one of 12 counties involved in this initiative. 
Coaches working in the county include former 
Tottenham Hotspur youth team coach Matthew Joseph 
and ex-Bristol Rovers player Luke Williams. 

The initiative works on a multi-skills approach aimed 
at improving the agility, balance and coordination of 
youngsters. 

“We want to make it fun and enjoyable. There will be 
throwing, catching and running around and getting 
them physically active,” Sir Trevor said. 

Improving the technical standard of football-playing 
children in England is at the core of Sir Trevor’s plans. 
The FA supremo has long been concerned that we are 
falling behind our European counterparts in terms of 
technical progress. “The governing body has always 
wanted to do something in the coaching area, which is 
obviously deficient,” he said. 

The FA skills centres, which include the one at Hare 


Street Primary School, will be training boys and girls 
and using leading coaching techniques, to enable 
young players to maximise their football skills — 
whatever their ability. 

“At the elite end of the game there is concern over the 
skill gap between English youngsters and their 
European counterparts which has an obvious impact on 
our future success as a football nation,” he explained. 
The programme encourages flair players and accurate 
passing, but essentially wants youngsters to simply 
participate and enjoy football. “We are focusing on 
grass roots football. We are giving every youngster the 
opportunity to get better [at football] and if not better 
then give them a game and get them active.”

# GROUNDBREAKING initiatives to improve 
discipline within grass roots football matches are set to 
be launched in the New Year. 

The FA is introducing a pilot scheme that is aimed at 
improving the behaviour of players, parents and 
spectators at adult and junior matches. 

There are three main parts of the new scheme. 

Only the team captain will be allowed to speak with 
the referee, roped-off areas will be introduced at junior 
matches so ‘over-indulgent or abusive’ parents cannot 
direct their bile at the referee. 

Finally, all parents and club officials will be forced to 
sign a memorandum of understanding, noting the 
standards of behaviour that will be expected from 
players, parents, managers and officials at matches. 

FA chief executive Brian Barwick said: “It’s not going 
to change the world but I’m determined to make an 
impact — and I’ll do it.”

Specifically targeting 5- to 11- 
year-olds the three-year project 
has a number of themes, most 
notably tackling the obesity 
issue in children by 
encouraging more kids to put 
down their PlayStations and 
start playing football. 


Its ultimate aim is to give one 
million children in England 
top-quality skills coaching by 
the summer of 2010. 

Sir Trevor, the FA director of 
football development, told Star 
Sport how he wanted the launch 
to be in Essex, which is where 
he is from originally. 

It was a particularly good town 
to choose considering Harlow 
was home to the first sports 
centre ever built in the country, 
while the town has produced 
many talented footballers from 
former Tottenham Hotspur 
legend Glenn Hoddle to today’s 
stars such as Middlesbrough’s 
Luke Young and Charlton 
Athletic’s Darren Ambrose. 
“I’m an Essex lad so it was nice 
to come here. Harlow is a base 



for a skills centre. The demand 
is massive here,” said Sir 
Trevor. “Harlow was the first 


site that we identified to launch. 
It was a chance to come along 
to a skills centre in this area in 
Essex — this is where it’s going 
to happen.” 

On the day the coaches worked 
with all the school children 
from reception (5-year-old) 
through to Year 6 (10- and 11- 
year-olds). 

Headteacher Tim Voss said the 
coaches will be working with 
the children every week, 
teaching them various soccer 
skills and trying to unearth the 
next Cesc Fabregas or Wayne 
Rooney. 

“It’s a great day for the school 
and it’s great to have Sir Trevor 
here. It’s a real honour.” 

Mr Voss has been impressed 
with the initiative and explained 


how the scheme works in his 
school. “It’s about getting the 
kids away from their 
PlayStations and being active 
through sport,” he said. “In this 
case it’s football, which is 
fantastic. It’s about the kids 
looking after themselves and 
keeping fit. 

“We have done a lot of work on 
the PE curriculum. We have 
after-school PE clubs. A 
number of staff have FA 
training. We have a number of 
specialist sports teachers and 
they organise much of the PE 
teaching. 

“This is all about physical 
fitness and about having a 
positive mental attitude — a 
healthy body means a healthy 
mind.”

SKIPPER Nick Ford’s 
conversion from the last 
kick of the game salvaged 
a draw for Harlow at 
home to Brentwood.

ROBINS boss Richard 
Branchflower admitted there 
was a mixed reaction from the 
club to the FA’s decision to 
fine and ban it for fielding 
two players under different 
names in the FA Vase win over 
Sun Postal Sports last week.

The team fielded 
Sawbridgeworth cricketer 
Michael Burrell under the 
name ‘Andy Clark’ and played 
suspended striker Greg 
Hughes — who scored both 
the goals against Sun Postal — 
under the name ‘Dave 
Hutchison’. 

Branchflower told Star Sport 
he was disappointed with the 
size of the fine and the ban for 
next season, but admitted 
the club felt it was very 
fair. 

“The club is happy 
with it. I’m 
disappointed. I 
thought it would just 
be this year. But it 
was a very fair 
hearing,” he said. 
Burrell was in fact 
registered with the 
club already so could 
have played in the 
Vase tie which Sawbo 
won 2-1. He only 
played when keeper 
Martin Coomber pulled 
out with injury an hour 
before kick-off. 


However, Hughes was due to 
serve the second of a two- 
game ban and should NOT 
have played. 

Sun Postal were reinstated 
and the Spartan South 
Midlands League outfit also 
got the £600 prize money 
originally awarded to Sawbo. 


THEY might not have remembered 
him playing football, but scores of 
Harlow school pupils were 
enthralled by a visit from FA 
supremo Sir Trevor Brooking. 

The former West Ham United and 
England legend — who scored the 
winning goal for the Hammers in 
the 1980 Cup Final against Arsenal
